—Tile  ApHVcustoins  receipts  at  Montevideo 
amouhWto$t|8l,9l6..5.  which  shows  an  in- 
crease over  the  samf  month  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding  years. 

—Tile  Western  Railway  of  Uruguay  has 
been  purchased  by  an  English  syndicate,  and 
now  several  political  personages  are  claiming 
certain  sums  of  money  from  it.  It  is  said  that 
considerable  sensation  will  be  caused  on  this 
account,  and  that  there  will  be  plenty  of  dirty- 
linen  to  wash  in  public—  Review,  Buenos 
Aires. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  yesterday  says 
that  tMCNacion  is  attacking  the  Review  oj  the 
Rher  Plate  for  instigating  Europe  to  streng- 
then its  dominion  over  South  American  coun- 
tries We  had  given  the  Nation  credit  for 
more  sense  than  this.  The  Review  has  only 
sought  to  protect  legitimate  interests,  and  this 
is  no  more  than  any  honest  journal  ought 
to  do. 

—Argentina  is  so  thoroughly  a  horsey  coun- 
try that  beggars  oil  horseback  are  frequently 
seen.  We  were,  therefore,  surprised  to  find 
that  there  are  27  millions  of  horses  in  all  the 
Russias,  and  15  millions  in  the  United  States, 
while  Argentina  has  only  4,400,000  according 
to  the  American  Agriculturist.  Even  »l  that 
figure  there  is,  however,  nearly  a  horse  tor 
every  man,  woman  and  child  ill  the  country, 
including  beggars.

—We  find  in  The  Ark  of  Faith  for  April  a 
few  interesting  particulars  about  Bishop  Stir- 
ling and  the  large  diocese  over  which  he  rules, 
which  might  more  fitly  be  termed  the  See  of 
South  America.  It  was  ill  1863  that  Mr.  Stir- 
ling with  his  wife  and  children  sailed  for  that 
outpost  of  civilization  with  the  intention  of 
devoting  his  life  to  the  work  of  christianizing 
the  natives.  Only  four  years  before,  a  band 
of  missionaries,  while  conducting  divine  serv- 
ice at  Navarin  Island,  was  massacred  by  the 
natives  of  those  inclement  regions.  Two  years 
after  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Stirling,  his  wife  died, 
and  he  was  obliged  to  retnrn  to  England  He 
took  with  him  four  young  natives  of  Tierra 
del  Fuego,  to  see  what  could  be  done  tor 
them  by  civilizing  influences.  In  1869  he  re- 
turned to  the  far  south  and  settled  at  Ushuaia, 
where  he  labored  with  great  success  for  seven 
months,  when  he  received  the  somewhat  un- 
expected order  to  return  to  England  and  he 
consecrated  first  bishop  of  the  Falkland  Is- 
lands, From  that  time  Bishop  Stirling  has 
zealously  labored  as  a  prelate  of  the  Anglican 
Church  in  the  largest  diocese  in  the  world. 
Mis  see  really  extends  from  the  Antilles  to 
Cape  Horn.  Bishop  Stirling  is  by  no  means  a 
young  man,  although  he  will  hardly  recognize 
the  fact,  possibly  because  he  still  feels  young 
and  capable  of  doing  a  large  amount  of  work. 
«  He  regards  all  his  life  as  the  most  ordinary 
existence  and  sees  nothing  heroic  about  it.. 
He  has,  however,  had  his  fair  share  of  danger 
and  privations  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  in  travelling  from  place  to  place  111  his 
huge  diocese  has  still  occasionally  to  make 
use  of  the  most  primitive  means  of  loco- 
motion. 


nOYAL  MA1I^TEA»  PACKET  Co. 
On  Hie  aitli  ulto,  at  the  Cannon  Street 
hoteli  the  Sroprietors  of  this  company  held 
their  ftuimT. general  rteeting,  under  the  pre- 
sidency of  Admiral  A\  J.  Chatfield.  _  The 
chairman  congratulated-  the  proprietors  upon 
the  recovery  which  had  taken  place  111  the 
accounts  during  the  past  half-year  The  freight 
business  had  increased  more  than  passage 
money  had  diminished,  with  an  advantage 
in  the  receipts  oil  the  whole  year  of  £  18,455, 
which,  however,  was  more  than  counterbal- 
anced bv  augmented  expenses,  chiefly  under 
coal  and  port  charges.  Increased  mileage 
(e,2,,ooo)  and  additional  calls  at  ports  inanity 
accounted  for  the  extra  expense ;  but  in 
respect  of  coals  some  portion  arose  out  of  the 
serious  strike  ill  that  industry,  the  result 
of -the  working  was  a  surplus  on  the  revenue 
account  of  £  187,837,  out  of  which  the  sum 
of  /65  000  had  been  transferred  to  repair  and 
renewal  account,  and  /.66,395  had  been 
written  off  for  depreciation  of  the  fleet, 
premises,  and  plant.  The  «  Severn  11  had  been 
added  to  the  fleet,  and  was  performing  her 
work  satisfactorily.  Good  progress  was  being 
made  with  the  .Tagus.  and  the  "Trent. » 
and  the  former  would  be  launched  this  month. 
After  "oing  through  the  accounts  and  pointing 
out  the  variations  in  the  items,  he  said  that, 
after  debiting  .the  charges  in  question,  and 
maintaining  the  reserve  on  the  insurance 
account  at  £  250,000,  they  had  transferred 
£  7,000  to  the  repair  and  renewal  account 
leaving  a  surplus  of  £  22,551.  .  Out  of  that 
sum  they  recommended  a  dividend  ot  30s. 
per  share.  They  were  prepared  to  further  the 
views  of  government  by  carrying  boy-sailors 
available  for  the  naval  reserve  ;  but  the  board 
of  trade  would  recoup  them  the  whole  of  the 
expense  attaching  thereto.  He  did  not  pretend 
to  forecast  the  future;  but  the  improved  po- 
sition of  the  company,  which  commenced  ill 
the  last  half  of  tile  year,  was  being  maintained, 
and  with  the  reports  from  the  Brazils  and 
South  America,  they  hoped  the  crisis  had 
passed,  and  that  the  current  year  would  be 
more  prosperous  than  its  predecessor  —Mr. 
H.  Edlmann  (deputy-chairman)  seconded  the 
motion,  which  was  carried.

QUARANTINE  SCANDALS. 

The  quarantine  jobbers  at  Montevideo  seem- 
ed to  have  overreached  themselves  in  the  im- 
position of  quarantine  against  Buenos  Aires. 
The  Montevideo  Times  of  the  7H1  inst.  reports 
the  situation  at  that  date  as  follows  :  — 

We  referred  yesterday  to  the  exorbitant 
charges  made  on  quarautiners  for  their  stay 
in  the  lazaret  at  Flores  Island  and  for  bring- 
ing thein  ashore  when  their  quarantine  is 
over,  raising  the  expenses  of  the  journey  from 
Buenos  Aires  to  $16  first  class  and  $7  second, 
apart  from  the  serious  loss  of  time,  discomfort 
and  injury  to  luggage  entailed.  It  now  ap- 
pears that  some  of  the  passengers— with  every 
reason  on  their  side— have  protested  vigor- 
ously  against  these  extortions  and  even  flatly 
refused  to  pay  them.  The  protests  were  re- 
ferred to  the  maritime  authorities,  who  decid- 
ed that  the  river  steamer  companies  were 
bound  to  pay  the  expense  of  bringing  the 
passengers  to  Montevideo.  As  a  consequence 
of  this  decision,  the  tug  owners,  on  the  one 
hand,  have  resolved  not  to  send  any  more 
tugs  to  Flores  Island,  and  the  river  steamer 
companies— Mihanovich  and  the  Mensagerias 
Fluviales— have  resolved  entirely  to  suspend 
service  between  this  port  and  Buenos  Aires 
until  quarantine  is  removed. 

Regular  communication  with  Buenos  Aires 
is  thus  cut  off.  and  both  passengers  and  mails 
will  have  to  depend  for  transportation  on 
such  transatlantic  steamers  as  may  care  to 
take  them,  which  will  neither  be  many  nor 
regular.  This  is  indeed  a  pretty  state  of 
things  for  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century 
—and  for  this  we  have  to  blame  the  insanity 
of  the  health  authorities.  If  there  is  quaran- 
tine, we  think  it  is  they,  and  no  one  else,  who 
should  be  submitted  to  it.  Even  in  the  Borda 
regime,  when  the  abuse  of  quarantine  became 
an  international  scandal,  matters  did  not 
reach  snch  a  pitch.

THE  GREAT  WESTERN  OF  BRAZIL 
RAILWAY. 
The  report  of  the  directors ,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1898,  states  that  the 
gross  earnings  were  1,355)495  nnlreis,  the 
working  expenses  1,078,104  nnlreis.  leaving  a 
balance  of  '277 ,391  milreis,  as  compared  with 
333,521  milreis  in  1897,  when,  though  the 
gross  income  was  larger  (1,369,061  milreis), 
the  working  expenses  were  more  than  corres- 
pondingly higher,  at  1,135,540  milreis.  From 
balance  of  277,392  milreis  other  special  items 
charged  to  working,  representing  184,311  mil 
reis  have  to  be  deducted,  producing  a  net 
balance  of  93.080  milreis,  against  47,358  mil 
reis  in  the  preceding  year.  The  receipts  from 
the  passenger  traffic  show  an  increase  of  2.03 
per  cent. ;  from  luggage  and  parcels  an  increase 
of  156  milreis,  equal  to  45  per  cent.;  whilst 
the  receipts  from  goods  traffic  Show  a  decrease 
of  13,267  milreis,  equal  to  1.48  per  cent.  The 
animal  traffic  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  6ot 
milreis,  or  2.45  per  cent.,  and  the  telegraph 
receipts  an  increase  of  2,654  milreis,  equiva- 
lent to  25.84  per  cent.  The  working  expenses 
amounted  to  79.53  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
82.94  per  cent,  in  1897,  or  a  reduction  of  4.14 
per  cent.,  amounting  to  57  contos  of  reis.  The 
goods  hauled  amounted  to  104,230  tons,  show- 
ing a  decrease  of  4,079  tons  or  3.7  per  cent. ; 
the  train  miles  run  amounted  to  162,751,  a 
decrease  of  10.6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  gross  receipts  per  train 
mile  have  been  Rs.  8.330,  as  against  Rs.  7.520, 
and  the  expenses  Rs.  6.680,  as  against  Rs.  6:610, 
giving  a  net  profit  of  Rs.  1.650  as  compared 
with  Rs.  910  of  the  previous  year,  or  an  impro- 
vement of  81.32  per  cent  in  net  profits.  The 
directors  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  their 
relations  with  the  government  have,  under  the 
new  regime,  been  of  a  satisfactory  nature,  and 
during  the  past  year  several  of  the  pending 
questions  have  been  arranged.

SANTOS  vs.  SAO  PAULO, 

«T wo  days  of  the  best  cricket  ever  seen  in 
Santos"  was  what  everybody  remarked  who 
attended  the  Santos  Athletic  Club's  ground 
during  the  match  against  S.  Paulo  on  Satur- 
day and  Sunday. 

The  Paulistas  came  down  with  their  strong- 
est team,  fully  determined  to  make  a  good 
show.  How  they  succeeded  will  be  seen  from 
the  scores.  The  Santistas  also  had  their  best 
men  to  do  battle  for  them. 

The  weather  was  fine,  but  hot ;  but  the 
ground  and  pitch  were  in  excellent  condition. 

The  game  commenced  shortly  after  midday 
on  Saturday.  Miller  won  the  toss  and  decided 
to  bat.  He  sent  in  Fforde  and  Mawson, 
Fforde  being  c  night  and  bowled  by  Barham 
after  making  2.  Miller  joined  Mawson  aud 
then  began  the  best  innings  we  have  ever 
seen  in  Brazil.  Miller  .began  steadilv  but  soon 
warmed  up  to  his  work  and  played  beautiful 
cricket.  His  cutting  and  placing,  as  well  as 
his  strokes  on  the  leg,  were  magnificent  and 
his  timing  perfect.  During  his  long  innings, 
(106  not  out),  he  gave  but  one  chance.  He 
received  quite  an  ovation  on  returning  to  the 
pavilion. 

Spectators  and  players  alike  were  all  pleas- 
ed to  see  that  it  was  Charlie  Miller  who  made 
the  first  century  on  the  Santos  ground.  No 
more  popular  man  plays  cricket  in  Brazil. 
Miller  is  a  true  sportsman,  thorough  in  every- 
thing he  does  and  modest  to  a  degree.  We 
most  heartily  congratulate  him  on  his  success 
on  Saturday  and  hope  to  see  him  repeat  it 
many  times.  Mawson  played  well  for  his  25, 
but  he  was  badly  missed  by  Cross  at  point 
early  in  the  innings. 

Sao  Paulo  introduced  a  new  man  to  Santos 
in  Willes,  who  shaped  very  well,  but  was  very 
nervous.  This  he  will  get  over  and  we  hope 
to  hear  of  him  making  good  scores  during  the 
season. 

The  Sao  Paulo  innings  closed  for  165. 

The  Santos  bowling  was  quite  up  to  the 
standard,  Barham  and  Wheatley  being  most 
successful.  There  is  lots  of  room  for  improve- 
ment in  the  fielding  and  the  Santos  men  must 
wake  up,  and  get  out  of  that  slovenly,  half- 
hearted way  they  have  in  the  field  if  they 
wish  to  keep  their  position  against  Rio  and 
Sao  Paulo.  Nothing  is  more  annoying  to  the 
looker-on  than  to  see  a  man  fielding  with  bad 
grace  and  not  trying  his  best. 

The  Santos  innings  commenced  at  4.30  p.m. 
Burgos  and  Lewis  being  sent  in  first.    Lewis 


lost  his  wicket,  stumped,  after  making  one 
Barham  joined  Burgos  and  looked  well  set 
when  he  was  smartly  caught  and  bowled 
by  Uii win.  Barber  followed  aud  played  out 
time,  the  board  showing  2  wickets  down 
for  44.  At  the  commencement  next  day 
Uuwin  cleaned  bowled  Barber  with  his  se- 
cond ball.  Wheatley  then  joined  Burgos  but 
was  caught  at  the  wicket  after  making  nine. 
Cross  was  caught  by  Miller  in  the  long  field 
with  only  two  to  his  credit.  Stock  now  went 
to  the  wicket,  but  Burgos  who  had  played 
a  splendid  innings  was  bowled  in  trying  "his 
fancy  stroke  to  leg.  His  42  were  most  in- 
valuable. Tross  followed  and  be  and  Stock 
made  the  stand  of  the  day,  putting  011  70 
runs.  Slock  deserves  great  credit  for  his 
plucky  display.  His  47  were  got  by  sound 
cricket  and  at  a  time  when  runs  were  badly 
needed.  Tross  also  played  well  for  his  32. 
Richards  (capt,)  made  19  not  out  and  the  in- 
nings closed  for  202. 

The  Sao  Paulo  fielding  was  a  decided  im- 
provement on  Santos.  Uuwiu  and  Mawson 
both  bowled  well. 

Sao  Paulo's  second  innings  produced  116 
for  9  wickets.  Fforde,  Miller  and  especially 
Uuwin  all  batted  well. 

The  match  was  left  a  draw. 

A  great  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
were  011  the  ground  during  both  days  and  we 
saw  many  from  Sao  Paulo  and  Guaraja. 

On  Saturday  Mrs.  William  Ellis  and  on 
Sunday  Mrs.  H,  L.  Wright  provided  the  tea 
and  cake  and  their  kindness  and  attention 
were  very  greatly  appreciated  by  everybody 
present.

United  States. 
May 14.— The   Brazilian   minister  at  Wash- 
ington  has  a  fourth  edition  of  his /work    cm 
«  Representative    DemocrHcy  »  in  the  press. 

The  Turkisii  minister  has  made  represen- 
tations to  the  government  with  respect  to  the 
plots  fostered  in  Turkey  by  Syrians  living  in 
the   United  States. 

Ajhiiualclo  has  ordered  all  foreigners  lo 
leave  the  Philippines  within  4^  hour*  under 
heavy  penalties.  He  is  said  to  believe  that 
bv  this  order  he  will  compel  the  different 
governments  to  recognise  his  belligerent  rights 
against   the    United  Slates. 

MAY  15.— A  native  battalion  has  been  raised 
in  Porto  Rico  to  serve  us  a  garrison  of  the 
capital.  Their  uniform  will  be  in  all  respect 
the   some  as  that    of  the  regular  army. 

General  Otis  has  confirmed  the  news  of  the 
taking  of  San  Iklefonso  and  San  Miguel  by 
the  American  troops,  and  also  of  the  repulse 
of  the  TagaloB  by  the  Spaniards  at  /.anibo- 
anga. 

MAY  16.'— The  Washington  papers  say  that 
the  government  is  about  to  issue  a  proclama- 
tion to  the  Cuban  soldiers  ordering  them  to 
give  up  their  arms.  Those  who  do  so  will 
receive  their  share  of  the  three  million  dollars 
advanced  to  Cuba  for  their  war  services,  bul 
those  who  refuse  will  forfeit  their  share,  and 
will  be  forced  lo  give  up  their  arms  at  all 
costs.  .  .        , 

The  government  has  received  official  in- 
formation from  Havana  that  the  Cuban  sol- 
diers are  likely  to  cause  trouble  in  the  near 
future  by  refusing  to  disband.

Mav  18.— The  disarmament  conference  held 
its  first  meeting  to-day,  at  La  Hague.  The 
proceedings  were  formally  opened  by  M.  de 
Beaufort,  'the  foreign  minister  of  the  Low 
Countries,  who  lauded  the  initiative  of  the 
Czar,  and  expressed  an  earnest  wish  that  the 
conference  would  be  productive  of  good  re- 
sults. M.  de  Staal,  Russian  ambassador  to 
London,  was  unanimously  elected  president, 
and  in  his  0pe11ingaddresshethankedM.de 
Beaufort  for  his  references  to  the  Czar  and  at 
the  same  time  made  complimentary  references 
to  Holland  as  the  cradle  of  international  law. 
The  conference  adopted  an  address  of  thanks 
to  Queen  Wilhelmina  for  the  attention  paid  to 
the  delegates,  and  decided  that  their  meetings 
should  be  held  in  secret.  The  programme  to 
be  discussed  is  divided  into  three  heads  :  The 
first  treats  of  the  general  question  of  disarma- 
ment, the  second  of  the  laws  of  civilised  war- 
fare, and  the  third  of  the  study  of  the  different 
systems  of  mediation  and  arbitration.  The 
next  sitting  of  the  conference  is  fixed  for  the 
2 1st  inst. 
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THE  « WILMINGTON*  CASE. 

We  are  very  much .  afraid  that  the 
Commercio  de  Sao  Paulo  is  trying  to  play 
cuttle-fish  with  us,  by  obscuring  the 
water  with  ink.  Instead  of  confining- 
himself  to  the  question,  he  tries  to  blind 
us  by  dragging  in  the  Monroe  doctrine, 
the  absorption  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico, 
the  Bering  Sea  dispute,  and  the  free 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi,  and  St. 
Lawrence,  which  to  our  surprise  the 
Commercio  considers  an  argument  in 
favor  of  the  closing  of  the  Amazon. 
And  he  denies  that  the  case  "of  the 
Parand  is  identical  with  that  of  the 
Amazon,  because  that  river  defines  the 
frontier  between  neighboring  states  on 
its  lower  course.  We  can  not  hope  to 
discuss  all  these  points  in  one  article 
and  to  settle  geographical  questions  as 
well,  but  if  the  Commetcio  will  be  patient 
with  us  we  will  do  the  best  our  limited 
capacities  will  permit, 

Let  us  take  the  Parana  case  first. 
The  lower  Parain'i  is  not&  frontier  river, 
for  it  flows  through  Argentine  territory 
exclusively  from  the  mouth  of  the  Par- 
aguay to  its  union  with  the  Uruguay, 
at  Martin  Garcia  island,  to  form  the  Rio 
de  la  Plata  —  a  distance  of  over  800 
miles.  On  the  upper  waters  of  the  Parana 
and  Paraguay,  we  find  Paraguayan  and 
Brazilian  territory,  and  because  of  her 
possessing  such  territory  there  Brazil 
enjoys  the  free  navigation  of  the  Ar- 
gentine Parana  not  only  for  her  mer- 
chant vessels,  but  also  for  her  gunboats! 

Now,  in  what  particular  does  the 
Amazon  differ  from  the  Parana  ?  The 
lower  Amazon  is  wholly  within  Brazilian 
territory,  but  on  its  upper  waters  and 
those  of  its  tributaries  lie  Bolivia,  Peru 
and  Ecuador-  These  countries  are 
partly  dependent  upon  the  Amazon  for 
communication  with  the  outside  world, 
and  they  have  treaties  by  which  they 
have  thrown  open  their  parts  of  the 
Amazon  and  its  tributaries  to  the  free 
navigation  of  foreign  states.  But  these 
treaties  are  worthless  as  long  as  Brazil 
closes  the  lower  river.  The  United 
States  holds,  in  common  with  recent 
authorities  on  the  subject,  that  a  coun- 
try has  no  right  to  close  such  a  wa- 
terway simply  because  its  lower  waters 
flow  wholly  through  its  own  territory. 
Brazil  has  no  more  right  to  close  the 
Amazon  to  an  American  naval  vessel 
seeking  to  visit  the  river  port  of  Iquitos, 
Peru,  than  Argentina  has  to  close  the 
Parana  to  a  Brazilian  gunboat  wishing 
to  visit  Asuncion. 

The  Monroe  doctrine  and  the  ab- 
sorption of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  have, 
in  our  opinion,  nothing  to  do  with  the 
question.  The  allusion,  of  course,  is  to 
the  effect  that  the  Americans  are  seeking 
to  absorb  Brazilian  territory  —  which  is 
absurd.  If  they  wanted  the  Amazon 
valley,  they  would  not  be  such  monu- 
mental fools  as  to  begin  the  work  of 
absorption  on  the  upper  waters  of  the 
Amazon.  They  would  take  possession 
of  Para  and  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and 
let  the  unsettled  wilderness  of  the  upper 
Amazon  come  in    naturally.     But  the 


Americans  have  no  such  intention,  nor 
do  they  even  dream  of  it!  Iu  their  wild- 
est dreams  of  territorial  expansion,  they 
have  never  wronged  Brazil  with  even  a 
thought  of  seizing  the  smallest  piece 
of  her  territory. 

The  Commercio  refers  to  the  old  con- 
troversies between  the  United  States,  on 
the  one  side,  and  Spain  and  Great 
Britain,  on  the  other,  over  the  opening 
of  the  Mississippi  and  St.  Lawrence  to 
free  navigation,  and  says  that  these 
examples  are  every  conclusive  in  our 
favor."  How  so?  If  we  have  not  \ost  the 
power  of  deduction,  they  support  our 
contention  iu  every  respect,  which  is 
that  the  nation  possessing  the  lower : 
waters  of  a  river  have  no  right  to  close 
it  to  free  communication  with  the  ports  | 
of  nations  occupying  the  upper  waters,  j 
Consider  it  again,  colleague,  and  see  if  1 
you  have  not  made  another  mistaken  ! 
reference. 

Now  for  the  Commercio' s  climax:  «We  '■■ 
never  see  any  nation,  however,  exacting 
from  the  United  States,  as  a  right,  the  | 
free  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  since 
that  great  republic  became  mistress  of 
both  banks  of  that  river,  throughout  its 
whole  course  to  the  sea. »  Certainly  not! 
for  it  is  not  necessary.  The  Mississippi  , 
is  open  to  the  ships  of  all  nations.  In  dis-  j 
cussing  the  dispute  over  the  Mississippi,  j 
Wharton  says  : 

Since  then  (alluding'  to  the  purchase  of 
Louisiana)  the  exclusive  control  of  the  river  by 
the  United  States,  ho  far  as  concerns  foreign 
states,  lias  been  conceded  inter  nationally  ; 
though,  subject  to  police  supervision  and  to 
the  right  to  impose  pilotage  and  quarantine 
regulations,  the  free  navigation  of  tliis  and  of 
other  navigable  rivers  within  the  United  States 
is,  by  the  law  of  nations,  accepted  by  the 
United  States,  open  to  all  ships  of  foreign 
sovereigns.  (Wharton,  Intern.  Law  Digest,  g  30, 
p.  96,  Note.) 

This  is  conclusive.  British  ships  are 
to-day  loading  at  St.  Louis  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi just  as  freely  as  they  are  loading 
at  Philadelphia,  on  the  Delaware.  ,«We 
never  see»  continues  the  Commercio, 
«any  nation  raising  questions  about  its 
right  to  the  navigation  of  the  Delaware." 
Most  assuredly  not,  colleague  ;  but  if 
you  will  visit  Philadelphia,  which  is  at 
the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Delaware 
river,  you  will  find  scores  of  foreign  ships 
who  come  and  go  as  freely  as  in  the 
port  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  !  There  is  no 
need  of  "raising  questions,"  for  there 
are  none  to  raise  !  And  we  will  ven- 
ture to  assert  that  should  a  Brazilian 
naval  vessel  ascend  the  Mississippi  to 
the  head  of  navigation,  not  one  objection 
will  be  raised,  and  her  officers  and  crew 
will  be  received  with  brass  bands,  ban- 
quets and  bunting  at  every  town  she 
passes.  No  one  would  ever  accuse  her 
officers  of  harboring  sinister  intentions, 
of  spying  out  the  land  so  that  Brazil 
might  the  more  easily  absorb  the  Mis- 
sissippi valley;  no  pilot  would  be  fined 
for  piloting  the  ship  through  the  treach- 
erous waters  of  that  river ;  and  no 
Brazilian  consulates  would  be  stoned 
Nothing  more  threatening  than  a  chain-1 
pague  cork  would  be  encountered  throu- 
ghout the  whole  length  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river. 

With  reference  to  the  subject  of  this 
discussion,  the  Commercials  content  to 
reiterate  the  original  proposition— that 
naval  vessels  have  no  right  to  ascend 
the  Amazon  without  licence.  Our  con- 
tention that  the  naval  vessel  has  a 
right  to  go  where  merchant  vessels  are. 
allowed  to  go,  is  ignored.  The  rights 
of  the  nations  on  the  upper  Amazon  are 
ignored-  The  precedent  afforded  by  the 
constant  use  of  the  Parana  and  Para- 
guay rivers  by  Brazilian  gunboats,  is 
ignored.  And  the  conclusions  of  Calvo 
and  other  authorities  on  international 
law,  are  likewise  ignored.  Had  the 
«Adamastor»  gone  up  the  Amazon,  no 
one  would  have  dreamed  of  interposing 
an  objection;  there  would  have  been 
fireworks  and  festivities  all  the  way  up 
to  Iquitos.  But  when  the  stranger  hap- 
pens to  be  an  American  gunboat, 
jealousy  and  suspicion  intervene,  the 
consulate  of  a* friendly  state  is  assaulted, 
unworthy  motives  are  alleged  to  be  the 
object  of  the  visit,  an  insulting  official 
order  is  issued  to  deprive  the  visitor  of 
the  services  of  pilots,  and  an  outcry  is 
raised  all  over  the  country   against   the 


bad  manners  and  sinister  intentions  of 
the  Americans.  And  for  all  this  there 
absolutely  no  cause,  except  what  exis- 
ted in  suspicion  and  dislike. 

We  have  now  to  add  one  more 
document  to  those  we 'have  already  pub- 
lished— a  telegram  from  Governor  Paes 
de  Carvaiho  which  admits  that  applica- 
tion for  licence  was  made  (which  the 
Commercio  ignores),  and  which  explains 
that  no  discourtesy  was  intended  in 
hastening  the  departure  of  the  ship.  If 
the  licence  was  really  necessary,  it  could 
have  been  cabled  to  Manaos,  instead  of 
sending  the  information  that  the  ship 
bad  not  waited  for  it.  There  is  some- 
thing suspicious  about  the  withholding 
of  the  licence,  the  transmission  of  infor- 
mation that  the  ship  had  no  licence, 
and  the  calling  of  a  public  meeting  _  to 
protest  against  the  same  without  having 
policemen  present  to  prevent  violence, 
This  is  a  matter  which  requires  explan- 
ation. 

The  telegram  is  as  follows:  (stzjornal 
do  Commercio,  20th  May,  1899); 

Para,  29th  April,  1899 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs— -Rio. 

The  American  consul  and  the  commander 
of  the  "Wilmington"  have  just  called  on  me, 
bringing"  their  spontaneous  excuses  regarding 
the  departure  of  the  "Wilmington"  for  the 
Amazon  before  having  received  the  authority 
which  1  solicited  from  the  federal  government, 
at  the  request  of  the  said  consul,  who  did  not 
think  necessary  the  formality  of  requesting 
the  permission  iu  writing  and,  counting  as 
certain  the  acquiescence  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, hastened  the  departure.  I  am  con- 
fident that  Consul  Kennedy  was  sincere  in 
reaching  this  decision.  Iu  the  course  of  the 
conference  I  was  pleased  to  receive  satisfac- 
tory explanations,  and  protests  of  sympathy 
and  consideration  for  our  country.  I  hasten 
to  advise  you  of  this  fact  which  is  a  cause  of 
satisfaction  for  us,  thus  allaying  natural  resent- 
ments,    Greetings.— Paes  de  Carmtho. 


WE  wish  to  note  as  briefly  as  possible  that 
the  Brazilian  Review  makes  no  reply  to  the 
request  made  in  these  columns  on  the  9th 
inst.  for  specific  information  in  regard  to  a 
promise  said  to  have  been  made  by  the  minis- 
ter of  finance  that  the  differences  of  exchange 
claimed  by  certain  creditors,  would  be  paid. 
We  did  not  make  the  request  on  our  own 
account,  for  we  never  placed  the  slightest  faith 
in  the  statement.  Some  of  our  subscribers, 
however,  who  are  interested  in  the  business, 
wanted  the  statement  confirmed,  or  contra- 
dicted. As  the  paper  which  made  it  is  appar- 
ently unable  to  confirm  it,  they  may  confi- 
dently assume  that  it  never  had  any  foundation 
in  fact. 


AMONG  the  many  objectionable  features  of 
the  new  tax  regulations  is  the  provision  which 
clothes  the  army  of  supervisors  (fscaes)  with 
arbitrary  authority  for  the  annoyance  of 
business  men.  These  persons  are  empowered 
not  only  to  enter  factories  at  any  hour  of 
the  day  or  night,  but  also  to  make  arrests,  with 
the  faculty  of  using  the  police  and  even  the 
military  in  enforcing  their  orders.  Those  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  classes  from  which 
these  supervisors  are  chosen,  cannot  fail  to 
perceive  the  abuses  to  which  this  provision 
will  lead  and  the  effect  that  it  will  have,  iu 
combination  with  the  many  causes  already 
at  work,  in  contributing  to  the  deterioration 
of    national  character. 


IT  is  apparent  that  the  full  force  of  the 
new  order  of  things  is  not  yet  fully  com- 
prehended in  congress.  On  the  [Sth  a  bill 
was  presented  which  undertakes  once  more 
to  square  the  circle,  or  to  regulate  agricultural 
labor  contracts.  This  was  a  constant  source 
of  legislative  study  in  the  days  of  the  empire. 
when  the  central  government  was  supreme 
and  the  planting  interests  paramount.  Under 
the  new  regime,  however,  the  public  lauds 
have  been  transferred  to  the  states,  together 
with  the  services  of  colonisation,  location  of 
laborers,  etc.  What  the  national  congress 
now  has  to  do  with  the  matter  is  not  quite 
clear.  It  is  evident  that  legislation  on  these 
subjects  now  devolves  upon  the  state  assem- 
blies, and  congress  has  no  need  of  wasting 
any  more  valuable  time  in  that  direction.

May  15,— Chamber  of  Deputies,— Between 
Deputies  Cassiano  and  Jose*  Mariano  on  one 
side  and  Deputy  Seabra  on  the  other  there  was 
a  debate  on  the  political  attitude  of  President 
Campos  Salles.  There  was  received  a  petition 
from  business  men  against  the  new  tax  regula- 
tions. It  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
constitution. 

MAY  16.—  Senate. — The  senate  confirmed  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Cesario  Alvini  to  the  office 
of  prefect  of  the  federal  district. — Chamber  of 
Deputies. — Deputy  Urbanodos  Santos  resigned 
the  office  of  1st  vice-president  of  the  chamber 
and  was  re-elected,  the  vote  being  as  follows  :

May  17. — Senate. -^Senator  Monies  e  Barros 
introduced  a  bill  on  agricultural  labor  con- 
tracts. —  Chamber  of  Deputies.  Some  of  the 
standing  committees  were  chosen.  On  motion 
of  Deputy  St-rzedello  the  chamber  resolved  to 
consult  the  senate  on  the  appointment  of  a 
joint  committee  of  six  for  reporting  on  the 
petition  of  business  men  against  the  new  tax 
regulations.  Deputy  Seabra  iu  concluding  his 
speech  commenced  on  the  15th  said  that  the 
fundamental  difference  between  the  jacobins 
and  anti-jacobins  is  that  the  latter  are  iu  favor 
of  free  institutions  and  the  former  advocate  a 
dictatorship.

Deputy  Heredia  de  Sd  censured  the 
senate  for  refusing  to  accede  to  the  chamber's 
request  for  the  appointment  of  a  joint  com- 
mittee to  report  on  the  petition  of  business 
men   against  the  new  tax  regulations. 


Coffee  Notes 

—  Those  coffee  planters  who  wish  to  know 
how  the  Arabian  and  Siberian  species  of  coffee 
are  cultivated  in  Ceylon  and  elsewhere  can 
do  so  by  asking  Mr.  Crashley  to  order  «The 
Coffee  Planter's  Manual"  by  J.  Ferguson  from 
Messrs,  KeganPaul,  Triibner&  Co.  of  London. 
Any  hints  towards  the  higher  cultivation  of 
Brazilian  coffee  should  be  of  interest  to  those 
connected  with  the  great  staple  product  of 
Brazil. 

— Some  time  ago  we  reproduced  from  one  of 
our  exchanges  an  item  relating  to  the  results 
of  a  small  shipment  of  coffee  to  Santos,  the 
expenses  on  which  swallowed  up  the  value  of 
the  produce.  The  grade  of  the  coffee  was  not 
given,  but  some  of  our  New  York  readers  con- 
tested the  figures  and  showed  that  they  could 
not  be  correct  on  the  basis  of  certain  assumed 
prices.  We  have  seen  similar  statements 
before  in  regard  to  the  results  on  small  ship- 
ments for  long  distances,  but  as  we  have  no 
means  of  verifying  the  figures  reproduced 
from  a  native  paper  we  did  not  pursue  the 
subject.  We  now  translate  from  the  forual 
do  Commercio  of  Juiz  de  F6ra  of  the  nth 
inst.  another  coffee  note  on  the  same  subject, 
which  we  submit  to  the  consideration  or  our 
New  York  readers  :  — 

"Coffee  picking  in  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo 
has  now  commenced  in  various  municipalities, 
because  the  cherries  are  much  earlier  in  ripen- 
ing this  year,  Some  new  coffee  has  already 
come  down  to  Santos.  The  coffee  orchards 
faraway  from  the  railways  are  being  abandon- 
ed because  the  price  is  so  low  that  it  does  not 
cover  the  expenses  of  transportation." 


Provincial  Notes 


— The  new  election  for  governor  iu  the 
state  of  Matto  Grosso  is  marked  for  30th  June, 
and  the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  bitterly 
contested, 

—A  scheme  for  breaking  jail  at  the  S.  Paulo 
prison  was  recently  detected  and  frustrated, 
the  celebrated  Affonso  Coelho  being  one  of 
the  prisoners  implicated. 

—The  Monies  Claws  states  several  districts 
on  both  sides  of  the  boundary  line  between 
Minas  Geraes  and  Bahia  have  been  completely 
depopulated  by  the  drouth. 

—A  hysterical  girl  is  said  to  have  committed 
suicide  in  Ceard  by  swallowing  a  quantity  of 
"Formicida  Capanema"—  a  sulphurous  pre- 
paration designed  to  kill  ants, 

—  In  some  of  the  famine-stricken  districts 
of  southern  Bahia  and  northern  Minas,  food 
is  so  scarce  that  beans  are  quoted  at  6o$ooo 
a  bag,  rice  7o$ooo  to  So$ooo  a  bag,  and  fa- 
rinha  30J000  a  bag, 

—A  Curityba  telegram  says  that  many 
masses  were  said  on  the  20th  inst.,  in  the 
state  of  Paraud,  for  the  souls  of  the  victims 
murdered  in  1S94  at  kilometre  65  by  soldiers 
of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto. 

— According  to  a  statement  made  in  the  press 
by  a  prominent  business  man  of  Pard,  Deputy 
Serzedello,  when  he  was  appointed  secretary 
of  the  state  government,  at  once  dispatched  a 
telegram  informing  Messrs.  N.  M.  Rothschild 
&  Son. 

—Fifteen  kilos  of  gold  from  the  new  mines 
at  Trapid  were  recently  sold  at  Bahia.  At 
these  mines  there  are  now  at  work  about  3,000 
persons,  some  of  whom  average  over  an  ounce 
per  diem.  Nuggets  weighing  1  1/8  ounces 
have  been  found.

Railroad    Notes 


—Advices  from  Santos  state  that  the  Sao 
Taulo  company  has  resolved  to  suspend  the 
rapid  passenger  train  between  that  city  and 
S.  Paulo,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  bus- 
iness men. 

—The  president  of  the  tribunal  of  accounts 
has  ordered  the  registration  of  the  payment  of 
295,72l$9io  to  the  Brazilian  Coal  Co.  for  coal 
furnished  to  the  Central  railway  in  the  months 
of  February  and  March. 

—The  court  of  appeals  has  decided  that  the 
"Juiz  de  F6ra  e  Plain)  line  shall  be  restored  to 
the  Leopoldina  Railway  Co.  The  line  had 
been  embargoed  by  its  'former  owners.  This 
settles  one  of  the  many  questions  the  com- 
pany has  before  the  courts. 

—  The  Alto  Tocantins  company  has  asked 
congress  to  extend  the  time  for  completing 
its  first  100  kilometres  to  31st  December,  1901. 
"  Certainlv,  »  congress  should  say,  «  but  it  must 
be  distinctly  understood  that  in  the  meantime 
the  directors  and  officers  of  the  company  will 
not  be  allowed  one  vintem  of  salary. » 


— The  traffic  receipts  of  the  Leopoldina 
railway  for  the  week  ended  13th  inst.  were 
252,714^000  as  compared  with  315.035^000 
in  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year.  The 
receipts  are  still  on  the  ascending  scale  for 
the  year  and  show  an  increase  of  over  12 
contos  on  the  returns  of  the  previous  week  in 
this  year. 

—The  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  S.  Paulo 
and  Paulista  railways  for  1S9S  were  as  fol- 
lows :

—  The  traffic  receipts  of  the  Recife  and 
Sao  Francisco  i  Pernainbuco)  railway  for  the 
week  ended  April  22nd  were  3t.344$7ooagainst 
36,197^950  in  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year.  The  total  receipts  from  1st  January  to 
April  22nd  were  685,6495030  or  almost  exactly 
100  contos  less  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year.  There  was  a  notable  falling  off  in  2nd 
class  passengers  during  that  week,  there  being 
2,050  less  than  during  the  same  week  in  1898, 
although  6  420  were  carried. 

— Reports  were  current  in  S.  Paulo  011  the 
19th  that  the  Viacao  Paulista  tramway  lines 
of  that  city  had  been  acquired  by  the  West- 
inghouse  Company,  of  New  York.  Inquiries 
here  do  not  confirm  the  report  further  than 
that  the  Westinghousc  company  has  been 
approached  on  the  subject,  but  will  not  enter 
into  any  negotiation  until  its  engineers  have 
thoroughly  examined  the  lines,  and  that  even 
then  it  will  not  he  a  question  of  purchase,  hut 
of  taking  slock  or  debentures  to  cover  part 
cost  of  an  electric  equipment. 

—  In  their  report  for  the  half-year  ended 
December  last,  the  director  of  the  Central 
Bahia  railway  recommend  a  dividend  of  2  per 
cent.,  making,  with  the  interim  dividend  paid, 
a  total  distribution  of  4  per  cent,  for  the  year 
189S,  leaving  £  3. 116  to  be  carried  forward. 
The  gross  receipts  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  last  were  X  157,459  against  £  147,060 
in  1S97.  The  working  expenses  were  £137,501 
as  against  K  124,219  in  the  previous  year. 
The  government  is  debited  with  the  full 
amount  of  the  guarantee  £  102,5)1.  and  also 
with  £  3,209  for  general  charges  in  London, 
The  directors  state  that  the  company  has 
obtained  further  time  for  the  construction  of 
branches,  hut  the  guarantee  of  interest  on 
them  has  been  cancelled. 


Shipping  Notes 


— The  naval  ordinance  department  of  the 
British  Admiralty  has  issued  a  new  danger 
Hag,  which  must  be  borne  on  the  foremast  of 
all  ships  carrying  explosives.  The  Hag  will 
have  a  red  ground,  like  the  old  flag,  but  will 
he  pierced  in  the  centre  by  a  yellow  crown. 

—  Captain  the  Hon.  Henry  A.  Scudamore- 
Stanhope,  who  is  to  relieve  Captain  Gamble 
in  command  of  H.  M.  S.  "  Beagle, »  has  ar- 
rived in  the  River  Plate,  and  is  spending  a 
few  days  in  Buenos  Aires  before  taking  charge 
of  his  post.  He  is  a  brother  of  the  present 
Earl  of  Chesterfield.—  Montevideo  times. 

—  In  spite  of  the  measures  of  Capt,  Good- 
rich, of  the  American  cruiser  "Newark, "  that 
of  holding  no  communication  with  Rio,  his 
vessel  was  put  into  quarantine  at  Montevideo. 
He  allowed  no  one  to  come  ashore  here,  and 
excused  himself  from  receiving  visits  from  the 
American  consul  and  the  Brazilian  naval  com- 
mander, but  all  to  no  purpose.  The  Mon- 
tevideo harpies  have  gone  mad  011  quarantines 
and  would  impose  it  on  a  vessel  that  came 
even  within  signaling  distance  of  us.

The  v  Chicago »  according  to  the  telegrams, 
has  gone  to  the  Mediterranean  and  will  not 
reach  this  statiou  as  soon  as  was  expected, 
although  her  stay  in  European  waters  is  only 
temporary.  Capt,  P.  H.  Cooper  will  serve  as 
flag-captain  as  well  as  the  commanding  officer 
of   the   flagship.—  Buenos  Aires  Standard. 

— Last  week,  a  consumptivedooking  man 
came  to  our  office  and  told  a  story  which,  if 
true,  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  repeated. 
He  gave  his  name  as  Edward  Seribner,  and 
bis  age  as  22.  His  story  was  that  he  was  a 
carpenter  by  trade,  and  having  gone  to  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  in  search  of  work,  he  got  into 
the  bands  of  some  crimps  there  who  asked  him 
and  some  others  to  visit  a  ship  that  was  lying 
some  distance  out  in  the  roads.  They  went 
011  board  the  s.s.  "Canada"  and  were  at  once 
aware  that  they  bad  been  "shanghaied"  for  a 
vovage  to  Brazil.  The  "shanghaied"  men,  14 
in 'number,  on  arrival  iu  Rio,  were  ordered 
ashore,  bag  and  baggage,  without  having  been 


given  a  cent  in  the  way   of  wages.    This  ship 
was  supplied   with  a  fresh  crew  here,  in  con- 
with    which   a   well-known  shipping- 


necti, 


master  got  his  head  broken.  The  men  who 
were  so  summarily  sent  ashore  made  no  com- 
plaint at  the  American  consulate  until  this 
man  did  so  on  the  day  of  the  ship's  departure, 
when,  of  course,  he  could  only  be  looked 
upon  as  a  technical  deserter.  His  excuse  is 
that  for  27  days  of  his  stay  here  he  has  been 
an  inmate  of  the  Misericordia  Hospital,  which 
he  was  then  obliged  to  leave  owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  was  getting  worse  instead  of  better. 
We  have  reason  to  know  that  the  facts  of  the 
man's  case,  as  far  as  his  stay  in  Rio  is  con- 
cerned, are  correct,  and  that  it  is  entirely  out 
of  his  power  to  work  his  passage  back,  as  most 
of  his  companions  in  misfortune  were  able  to 
do.  in  this  man's  ease  we  think  it  would  be 
a  charity  for  some  of  tin-  shipping  firms  to  aid 
him  hack  to  New  York  where  his  father  lives. 
We  can  only  add  that  if  we  had  had  notice  of 
the  business  in  time  to  verify  the  facts  of  his 
statements,  which  under  the  circumstance  we 
were  unable  to  do,  we  would  have  taken  steps 
to  bring  this  outrageous  and  flagrant  breach  of 
the  V.  S.  shipping  laws  to  the  attention  of  the 
authorities.  The  "Canada"' henceforth  should 
be  a  marked  ship.

—The  chief  of  police  of  this  city  has  received 
telegrams  from  S.  Paulo  asking  for  the  arrest 
of  Jose"  Pacheco-Filho,  accused  of  a  robbery  of 
200,000$.  This  man  is  said  to  have  lost  io.cooJ 
some  days  ago  at  a  gambling  house  on  Rua 
Sete  de  Seteinbro. 

—  M.  Charles  Camille  Saint-S;ie'us  is  a  great 
composer  and  pianist  and  we  should  be  glad 
to  bear  him  in  Rio  in  conjunction  with  all 
loversof  good  music.  Wepublishedlthe  news 
some  time  ago  that  he  was  coming  to  Rio  this 
■winter  and  last  week  a  telegram  from  Buenos 
Aires  saying  he  was  only  going  there  and 
intended  to  give  Rio  the  cold  shoulder.  The 
last  number  of  uLe  Bresil«  to  hand  gives  the 
full  text  of  this  letter  dated  25th  February, 
from  Las  Palinas,  in  the  coarse  uf  which  he 
says:  "You  can  count  on  me.  My  health 
is  getting  better  and  better,  and  I  have  no 
reason  whatever  for  not  giving  myself  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  lira/.il  (my  dream).  I  will 
come  as  soon  as  1  possibly  can,  that  is  to  say 
in  the  course  of  June  (I  dare  not  come  sooner). 
I  do  not  think  of  visiting  liuetios  Aires,  as  I 
fear  it  will  be  too  cold  there  at  that  time.  _  I 
remember  one  fine  day  having  quitted  Cairo 
for  Naples  in  the  month  of  April,  and  I  was 
so  cramped  with  frightful  rheumatism  thai  I 
have  no  desire  to  go  over  it  again». 

—  «I  had  hoped,"  said  Smalwyt,  a  few  days 
since,  «that  you.  or  some  other  distinguished 
authority,  would  clear  up  that  reference  in  the 
Jornaloi  the  16th,  in  which  a  retired  vice- 
admiral  discusses  the  itWihuingtoiin  case  and 
clinches  his  argument  with  a  quotation  from 
the  'North  American  imperialist  MahanV 
book  on  {sic)  Influence  of  sea  wouer  upon  his- 
tory'! Allowing  for  the  Jorual's  festive  style 
in  spelling  English,  I  take  it  that  the  said 
book  is  entitled  'Influence  of  Sea  Water  on 
History.'  What  this  has  to  do  with  the 
'Wilmington's'  commercial  pilgrimage  up  the 
Amazon,  I  can't  conceive,  but  I  happen  to 
know  something  of  the  influence  of  sea  water 
on  flour  barrels,  as  understood  here  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  and  1  can  draw  a  very  satisfactory 
conclusion  what  its  influence  would  be  on 
history.  It  would  be  most  damaging!  There 
is  no  history  in  the  world,  except  those  cut  in 
stone  and  brick,  that  could  stand  24  hours 
immersion  in  sea  water.  And  if  that  dry-land 
admiral  doubts  it,  let  him  try  a  single  volume, 
and  see  what  happens." 

—  A  thrill  of  sorrow  ran  through  the  whole 
English-speaking  community  here  when  the 
news  became  generally  known  on  Thursday 
last  that  the  gentle  soul  of  Mr.  Thomas  Keath 
Gibaud  had  passed  away  the  previous  evening 
at  the  Strangers'  Hospital.  How  deeply  his 
death  was  felt  and  how  great  was  his  popularity 
here  in  Rio  was  abundantly  proved  by  the  fact  < 
that  his  remains  were  consigned  to  their  hist 
resting  place  in  the  Ganib6a  cemetery  on 
Thursday  evening  in  the  presence  of  so  great 
an  attendance  of  mourners  that  only  on  one 
previous  occasion  in  the  history  of  our  colony 
has  the  number  been  exceeded,  when  an  excel- 
lent clergyman  was  carried  off  with  yellow 
fever  a  month  after  his  arrival  here  to  take 
over  the  duties  of  British  chaplain.  The 
beautiful  service  of  the  Church  of  England 
was  impressively  read  by  the  Rev.  Irvine 
Crawshaw  in  the  mortuary  chapel  and  at  the 
grave.  Beautiful  wreaths  of  natural  flowers 
were  buried  with  the  coffin,  and  crowns  of 
immortelles  were  laid  upon  the  grave,  amongst 
which  were  two  from  the  Loudon  &  River 
Plate  Bank,  one  from  the  London  &  Brazilian 
Bank,  and  an  exceedingly  handsome  one  from 
the  British  Batik  of  South  America,  all  of 
them  bearing  suitable  inscriptions.  Although 
only  29  years  of  age,  Mr.  Gibaud  had  so  well 
fulfilled  his  duties  as  accountant  of  the  British 
Bank  of  South  America  in  Rio.  that  he  had 
been  promoted  only  a  few  mouths  before  his 
fatal  illness  to  the  post  of  acting  sub-manager 
of  the  Rranch,  in  which  office  his  courtesy 
endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact.  When  he  went  into  the  Hospital  on 
the  16th  April,  complaining  of  liver  troubles, 
little  or  no  anxiety  was  felt  for  him,  as  it  was 
thought  that  the  good  treatment  he  was  sure 
to  receive  there,  his  wiry  constitution  and 
temperate,  cleanly  life  would  pull  him  safely 
through.  The  doctors  attending  him  dis- 
covered last  week  that  he  was  suffering  from 
abscess  of  the  liver,  and  on  Saturday  last,  the 
eminent  specialist,  Dr.  the  Barao  Pedro  Af- 
fonso  personally  performed  a  successful  opera- 
tion; but  unhappily  the  patient  was  too  weak 
to  stand  the  strain  and  passed  peacefully  on 
Wednesday  evening  last.  One  of  the  saddest 
features  of  the  case,  was  that  his  young  wife,  to 
whom  he  had  only  been  married  a  little  over 
iS  months,  was  away  at  the  time  on  a  visit  to 
his  home  in  Bristol.  We  can  only  add  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  for  her  to  that  which  is 
generally  felt  in  Rio. 


—The  Western  and  Brazilian  Telegraph 
shareholders  will  receive  a  dividend  of  4  shill- 
ings per  share  for  the  half  year  ending  31st 
December  last,  making  a  total  of  3  per  cent  for 
the  year,  with  ii  9,000  carried  to  the  reserve 
fund. 

—  On  the  3rd  prox.  there  will  be  held  at 
the  Exchange'  building  a  meeting  of  holdels 
of  the  gold  bonds  of  186S  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  steps  for  defending  their  interests. 
Action  of  this  kind  should  have  been  taken 
long  ago. 

—  A  business  man  writes  to  a  daily  journal 
of  this  city  that  he  has  in  the  custom-house 
an  invoice  of  goods  amounting  to  290$,  on 
which  he  will  have  to  pay  duties  to  the 
amount  of  85$35oand  a  stamp  tax  amounting 
to   no  less  than    255$. 

—A  Curityba  telegram  of  the  13th  says  that 
a  merchant"  of  that  place  has  received  mi 
order  for  a  thousand  barrels  of  Iierva  matte 
(Paraguayan  tea)  from  Warsaw,  Poland.  This 
is  looked  upon  as  a  beginning  of  a  good  export 
trade  in  this  product  with  Europe. 

—  The  Empreza  Viacao  do  Brazil  has  bought 
the  steamers  on  the  S.  Francisco  river,  be- 
longing to  the  stale  government  of  Bahia. 
In  'regard  to  the  price  paid  there  are  con- 
flicting statements,  according  to  one  of  which 
it  was  700,000$  and  according  to  another 
458,000!;. 

—Mr.  William  T.  Towues,  formerly  United 
States  consul-general  at  this  port,  recently 
visited  Venezuela  in  the  interests  of  the  Amer- 
ican Tobacco  Co.  Mr.  Towues  speaks  very 
highly  of  the  sample  warehouse  opened  in 
Caracas  under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers. 

-A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  S.  Paulo 
state  assembly  by  Deputy  Malta,  in  behalf  of 
the  finance  and  agriculture  committees,  au- 
thorizing the  Banco  de  Credito  Real  to  in- 
crease its  capital  to  1 10,000,000$  under  a  state 
guarantee  of  7  per  cent,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
u  nding  aid  to  agriculturists.  The  hank  is 
r  quired  to  liquidate  its  commercial  section, 
and  may  charge  8  per  cent  on  its  loans  ot 
agriculturists. 

—There  were  41,851  bbls.of  flour  shipped  to 
Brax.il  from  the  United  States  in  the  mouth 
of  March,  of  which  6,500  bbls,  were  cleared 
for  Peruambuco,  4,000  for  Bahia,  5.050  for  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  3,625  for  Santos,  3,550  for  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul.  and  19.126  to  unspecified 
ports.
